The group as a whole is one to inspire confidence. 


Each is an acknowledged competent specialist in his 
assigned field. 


Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., the progressive young 


chairman of U. S. Steel, is an ace selection for the 
work of mobilizing industrial materials. As chair- 
man of the recent war resources board, he gained in- 
side knowledge of industrial defense needs. That, 
added to his business experience, makes him all that 
the most critical Republican could ask. 


For industrial production, William S. Knudsen of 


General Motors is the obvious man and his name 
was first advanced by Republicans. Sidney Hillman, 
head of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers, is one 
of the most competent 
and broad-visioned labor 


leaders in the country. He has worked for several 
Clapper 


years to end the split between the C. I. O. and the A. F. of L. There 
will be complaint about the assignment of Leon Henderson of SEC, who 
is to watch raw-material prices.

Memorial Day is one of the good things 


that has come from war. 


It is a heritage of the war between 


the states. 


Just as we today observe the few re- 


maining veterans of the Civil war so did 
the soldiers of 1861 view the aged rem- 
nants who had battled with Washington. 
And the stepping stones from the Revo- 
lution to the Civil war to the Spanish- 
American war and to World war No. 1 
revealed little change in the character- 
istic American although there had been a 
widening of the blood source that coursed 
his veins.

OUR VISITORS IN 1362 


Hjalmar R. Holand of Ephraim has 


convinced the New York Times book critic 
that his arguments in support of the Ken- 
sington Stone are not only sincere but 
altogether too well founded to be turned 
aside by flippancy or derision. 


It may be remembered that the Ken- 


sington Stone was found in Minnesota 42 
years ago clasped in the roots of a tree 
declared by foresters to be at least 40 
years of age. The slab tells the story of 30 
Norsemen exploring this continent from 
their landing place in Vinland, supposed- 
ly New England, the destruction of 10 
of their band by natives and their prayer 
to the Almighty to lead them back in safe- 
ty to their starting point. 


In his new work entitled "Westward 


from Vinland" Mr. Holand establishes by 
ancient records that the King of Norway 
and Sweden sent in 1355 an expedition to 
assist Greenlanders and that such expe- 
dition did not return until 1364. 
It is 


this expedition which the investigator be- 
lieves came on to America and explored 
as far west as Minnesota, carving into 
the great stone slab the story of its mis- 
fortunes and its hopes. 


It is al] as entrancing as a fairy tale. 


But the fact that Mr. Holand has been 
able to convince so many who are natur- 
ally unbelievers, men who carry skepti- 
cism on their coat sleeves, is a tribute to 
his research and perseverance. 


Either the Kensington Stone is gen- 


uine or it is a hoax. If the latter some 
of the early Scandinavian immigrants, 
those few who came to Minnesota prior to 
1858, 
must have carved the stone as a 


prank upon the generations to follow.

The president didn't mention it when he an- 


nounced the new expanded civil pilot training 
program, but oldsters as well as youngsters now 
can learn to fly. 


Of course the older people will be very few 


in number compared to the thousands of men 
between 18 and 25. But there will be three 
or four schools especially assigned to training 
them as part of an experiment by the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority. 


For several years the CAA has been foster- 


ing the development of so-called safety planes; 
that is, ships that are spin-proof. Spins are 
the cause of most crashes. Several such craft 
are now on the market and to further their 
use, the CAA will offer free flying instruction 
to men and women above the regulation age 
limit. 


Anyone who can pass a physical examina- 


tion is eligible to take the course. This con- 
sists of 45 hours flying instruction in one of 
the safety planes, and if the student cares to 
continue, he can have another 30 hours cotirse 
in an ordinary plane. The only cost is $6 for 
the physical examination and $3 for the in- 
surance. 


The youngster training program will make 


available to non-college youths the same fly- 
ing instruction that 10,000 college students re- 
ceived this school year. It will run from June 
15 to September 1 and will be given in 550 
private training centers which the CAA had 
surveyed in anticipation of exactly this kind 
of emergency. 
Each student will receive 70 


hours ground training and between 35 and 50 
hours flight instruction. There will 
bo no 


cost, and where deemed desirable the govern- 
ment will pay students board and room. 


Note—The government pays the private fly- 


ing centers $310 to $350 for each student they 
train. All schools and instruction are closely 
supervised by CAA inspectofs and all students 
are insured. The CAA has chalked up a re- 
markable safety record of only one fatality 
out of 10,000 students; or one fatality in 300,000

IV.—Saving the Wounded 


Hardly a week after she reached 


the hospital at Scutari, across the 
strait from Constantinople, 
(Istan- 


bul), Florence Nightingale was giv- 
en a message. "Make ready," said 
the message, "for 510 wounded from 
the Battle of Balaclava." 


The hospital already was crowded 


and there were not enough beds or 
matresses to take care of the new 
shipment of wounded. 


The soft-spoken, 
gentle-hearted 


Englishwoman was equal to the 
task. She and the nurses quickly 
cut pieces of cloth into shape for 
mattresses, sewed the pieces to- 


Florence Nightingale, "the lady of 


the lamp." 


gether, and "stuffed the bags." In 
less than eight hours, the new mat- 
tresses were ready, most of them 
being laid on the floor. 
The 510 


soldiers came the same day, and 
their wounds were dressed. 


Among the wounded were many 


Russians. 
They belonged to "the 


enemy," but in the hospital they 
were cared for as well as could be. 


It had been the custom to wash 


hospital bed clothing in cold water. 
This meant that it did not come 
back really cleaned. 
Miss Night- 


ingale ordered boilers to be set up. 
and the sheets and other items were 
washed in hot water. 
This cut 


down the trouble from "vermin." 


Another change came in repair- 


ing hospital floors. The floors were 
made up of boards which had seen 
and passed their best days. Turkish 
carpenters had little skill, so car- 
penters were obtained from Great 
Britain to put in new floors. 


Better food was served to the 


sick and wounded soldiers. 
They 


also were given their meals more 
promptly. 


Some of the "old army doctors" 


complained that women were mak- 
ing too many changes. They seem- 
ed to feel that the old system oJ 
taking care of soldiers should be 
kept as it was 


Slowly but surely. Florence Night- 


ingale won over most of the army 
doctors to her way of thinking. The 
head of the Army Medical service 
wrote, "Females are apt to discover 
manv needs that a man might not 
think of. They will look at things 
that a man will have no idea of 
looking to" 


Making the rounds of the hospi- 


tal, at night as well as by day, 
Florence Nightingale came to be 
called "the Lady of the Lamp '
